Thie picture represents the burning of the 
Kent East Indigman, in the Bay of Biscay 
She had on board in all six hundred and forty 
one persons at the time of the accident. The 
fire broke out in the hold during a storm. An 
officer on duty, finding that a spirit-cask had 
broken loose, was taking measures to secure 


it, when a lurch of the ship caused him to!

Americans alone bave carried twelve millions 
to Eastern Asia within the last year, eight mil- 
lions ef which were carried to Canton, anJ ex- 
changed for tea, silk, porcelain, and cottons. 
This course of trade has cocasioned a pro- 
digious accumulation of the precious metals in 
Eastern Asia; for what is carried there re- 
mauns there, there being nothing in the com- 
mercial or political relations of the countries 
to create « counter current, and bring it beck 
inte Europe or America. To stop this drain, 
and substitute for it a trade in barter, would 
be an object of the first interest with any 
country, especially with the United States, 
which have ne mines to supply a drain so in- 


part of the gold and silver which has aceamn- 
lated in Aga, would be a commercial operation 
which no nation has yet accomplished, and 
which would epen a vein of unrivalled rich- 
ness. Both of these operations are practicable, 
net by the Europeans, who have nothing 
whieh they could substitute for silver, or by 
the Americans while they follow the track of 


would not only give the rich preductions of 
their country, but freely exchange their gold 
and mlver, if brought inte their market by any 
nation. These articles are rons and saeap. 
Of the former, Earope has none to send, of the

America, on the contrary, abounds in 
beth these articles—the first has been blindly 
abandoned te our ; the second bas net 
been carried to Asia, the Americans 
servilely fellow the track of the Europeans, 
and are still more remote than they from the 
seat of commerce. The American navigator 
mails wo the East, traverses thirty thousand 
miles of ses, doubles a stormy and tempes- 
tnees cape in order to arrive in what is called 
the East Indies.
